Had Talk With McLeod. 

Mr. Jackson, station agent at La- 
combe, said that night after the ex- 
plosion he. had visited McLeod in the 
hospital and had had a talk with him 
and during the conversation ‘McLeod 
had told him that it was the black 
trunk which had exploded, This evid- 
ence was admitted after a somewhat 
lengthy objection on the part of Mr.

NEWS AND VIEWS. ' 


The annual meeting of the Alberta 
hockey association which is to be heli 
in Calgary tomorrow night at eight 
o'clock, is causing a lot of unneces- 
sary excitement. The excitement is 
without reason and without purpose. | 
It will be an ordinary meeting—ordin- * 
ary for the Alberta hockey association. 
Officers will be erected and in all pro- 
bability a few amendments made to 
the constitution. There may even be 
some disputes over the amendments, 
but it is unlikely, as there are ad- 
mittedly necessary ones, 

Then as regards the number of 
teams which will be admitted to the 
league. We have heard recently about 
there being a scramble for franchises 
That sounds Ike a bargain store rush. 
We have failed to notice it There 
are five franchises in the Edmonton 
district. Four of them are taken and 
there Is one vacant. A fifth team has 
Been organized and has applied or 
will apply for the fifth position in the 
league. There application will be ac- 
cepted and that is all there fs to the 
barvain store rush. 

The biggest excitement at the meet- 
ing promises to be over that $25 
which the Strathcona team owes the 
Y¥.M.C.A. The ‘Scona boys will not 
feel like paying it as they did not in- 
cur it and there will probably be a 
dispute. 

Regarding.that, innane suggestion to 
form a big four hockey league there 
will be nothing done about that at the 
meeting . The meeting is the annual 
meeting of the Alberta hockey asso- 
ciation. If any four teams decide that 
they would rather be in a Big Four 
they are at liberty to drop out of the 
A.H.A. and form the B.F., but the 
meeting tomorrow is to reorganize the 
Provincial league. 

The most important business which 
will come before the meeting will be 
the insertion of a residence condition 
into the constitution. As even the 
Calgary teams admit the necessity of 
some such clause there is no doubt 
about its going through. It will pio- 
bably be adopted without opposition. 

Of course, all the business done at 
the meeting will be unconstitutional, 
as the meeting itself, is not according 
to the constitution. ‘The constitution 
of the league definitely states that the 
meeting shall be heid in Red Deer, al- 
though it gives no date. The meeting 
is not called at Red Deer. Again the 
constitution states that officers shall 
be nominated seven days before the 
annual meeting. This has not been 
done, one of the reasons being that 
notices of the meetmg were not sent 
ou tseven days before the day of the 
meeting. 

Under these conditions the best thing 
the delegates can do will be to sus- 
pend ‘the constitution and make all 
the necessary amendments thereto as 
well as elect the officers and do other 
routine business. 

The most important thing Is to get 


it done. If it cannot be done regularly 
do it anyway.

Miaiature Lake Will Be Formed By 


Montreal, Nov. 21—What ts the bigt 
gest dam now being built in Canada is 
under construction by the Canadian 
Pacific railway in Alberta. It is being 
built in connection with the C. P. R's 
big three gnillion acre irrigation pro- 
ject in the vicinty of Calgary In 
bulding the irrigation system, it was 
found necessary to provide a big dam 
for the turning of water into the main 
canal, and Bassano was fixed upon as 
the right place for this structure. Here 
by throwing across the Bow river this 
big dam a natural hollow or depression 
n the country will ‘he turned Into a 
miniature lake, which will serve as a 
storage place for thousands of tons of 
water.
